This  year’s  counseling  program  has  been  re¬ 
vised  to  more  completely  cover  three  important 
areas  of  students’  lives:  their  educational,  voca¬ 
tional,  and  social  needs. 

The  first  two  are  partially  realized  in  separate 
programs,  “College  Night”  and  “Career  Day.” 
“College  Night”  provides  students  wishing  further 
education  (whether  it  be  academic  or  technical), 
pertinent  information  on  schools  of  their  choice 
through  direct  contact  with  the  institutions’  rep¬ 
resentatives.  “Career  Day,”  a  first  this  year,  allows 
the  career-bound  to  take  a  first-hand  look  at  in¬ 
dustry’s  possibilities.
